Tho upper society of Chicago is in ecsta- 
cies, saya an American, oxchango, ovor the 
introduction of o now and highly intoresting 
game of cards by a California lady. The 

* gamo is called “uke,” which. is, only_an-! 
other way of spolling ecucher, and the two 
games aro somewhat similar, The game, 
which, for various reasons, is bound to sup- 
orsede progressive euchor in popular estima- 
tion and practico, was invented a fow weoka 
ago by a Mr Goodhue and his sister of 
Cineinatti. “While on.a tour through Qali- 
fornia its beautics wero explained toa fayor- 
od few, among them being Mra G. W. Hig. | 
gins, who, in turn, introduced the game to 
social card-players of the West Side of | 
Chicago. .The success with which it has 
niet sy far would acem to indicate that be- 
fore many montha it will become the ragé 
everywhere. 

- Tho rulos of the ganie are seareely known 
even by tha most oxport socicty enrd- 
players. It ia much moro expeditions than 
progressive eucher, ond this clomont of 
apoed so enters into the game that it makes 
the players work not only against their 
oppononts, but also against the ontiro 
party, - Tho radical differences botweun 
‘uke’ and progreasive eucher aro that in 
the former pirtners do not change, thera ia 
no hoad table, tho booby prize ia tabooud, 
trumps aro turned and the counting is en- 
tircly different. 

Thoro aro certain attractive olements in 
the game which cannot, fail to mako it qlo- 
pular.

‘The oil ia 
then mixed with nic’ until it ia furmed into 
a-vapour, after which it passes into a closed 
iron vessel or vaporiser, where j! is 
heated, and. from which it is admitted 
into the engine cylinder and ignited by 
means of an electric: spark. Pho s:ark 
is-obtainod from oa small primary bat-
